Two Inferences I draw from this large

fore ? Were you never Baulk'd in an Enter. 
priſe before, that you are fo amaz'd, and 
that you would fain fancy there is Reaſon to 
Deſpair ? 

'Tis not only a faint hearted Priaciple, but 
"ris a Project of a faint hearted Party, and 1 
wiſh our Eyes were open to it a lictle; in 
order to which I ſh.!l ſay a Word in ouc 
next to the Caſe, and erqnire into the Rea- 
ſons, why ſome People are very willing we 
ſhould be more diſcourag'd at this News 
than there is any real occalion for. . 

2, Wonder, Gentlemen, at the Power and 
Management of the French Empire ; and 
pray take me right ; wonder at their Power, 
not ſoas tobe diſcourag'd at it, but lo as to 
ſee the neceflity of reducing i', and to be 
thankful it has not long ago reduc'd us, and 
pull'd down all the Confederate Intereft of 
Europe. 

3. Wonder at their Management;and this 
ſo, as to imitate it, and Defeat them in their 
own Policy, theic indefatigable Induftry, 
their undiſcourag'd Diligence, their won- 
derful Applications in reftoring their broken 
Forces, and putting themſelves in ſuch a 
Pofture, as to look their Conquering Ene- 
mies in the Face, and that in one Winter, 
has ſo ſtrangely made up every Lots, ftopt e- 
very Breach, and put their Aﬀairs in a po- 
ture, to make a bold ftand in every Place, 
and in moſt Places ftill to maintain the 
Superiority of their Power. Theſe are Ccn- 
ſiderations ought to move us upon many 
Accounts z of which hereafter.
